GOVERNMENT OR ANARCHY ?

that of a British Crown Colony. Eight years ago the situation 
in Europe was very different and the re-orientation of interests 
and anxieties has gone far to remove what were then envisaged 
as difficulties in the way of any clear declaration of permanent 
British Imperial association with Palestine. Ever since the days 
of the Balfour Declaration it has been obvious to all clear-think- 
ing Jews that the future of Palestine, and especially the future of 
the Jewish National Home in that country, was indissolubly 
bound up with the British. Empire. No sane man ever con- 
templated the creatién of, to use Mr. H. G. WELLS’ expression, 
a second Bulgaria, an isolated and comparatively weak—from 
the military point of view—Jewish nation set in the historical 
cockpit of the Eastern Mediterranean. The mistake of the 
Seventh Dominion project was that by its name it assumed too 
quick a leap into the future—a future of self-governing Dominion 
status, Its greatest value lay in its clear enunciation of the 
permanence of the association between Great Britain and Pales- 
tine. With a clear understanding of this permanence nine- 
tenths of the fears of the Arab masses must eventually be 
dissipated and the talk of relative majorities lose for all 


practical purposes its significance as a source of Arab anxiety... 


jut the primary and urgent duty, the immediate step 
Which must be taken without delay if Arab fears are to be 
tilayed, is the restoration of respect for Authority. in the 
country. Weakness, combined, as is so commonly the case in 
human nature, with stubbornness, has persisted in confusing 
human kindliness with a condoning, in effect, of every abomin- 
able outrage that political careerists, ruthless fanatics, and a

absence of restraint which would be ridiculous were it not 
tragic. This state of affairs ust stop. There will be political 
fear of the so-calledsJewish dominance precisely in proportion 
as there is reason to lose faith in the strength of government to 
protect the peaceful citizen against the bully. The oft-referred- 
to impasse between the two fears of opposite majorities 
has been allowed to develop into its present state of 
ncute tension largely exacerbated by the belief on both 
sides that the authorities in power will not or cannot restrain 
violence and anarchy. No excuses, no easy evasions on the 
grounds of waiting for the Commission to report, can temper 
ihe shame of the present lawlessness, or the disgrace of the 
amply verified negligence on the part of the Palestine Govern- 
ment which the Agency Statement sets forth. We are told 
ihat the recommendations of the Commission when duly 
approved will be carried out even if it takes a British army to 
unplement them. An attitude not a tithe so determined on 
the part of the administration would have sufficed to avoid the 
necessity of a Commission, let alone an army, and would have 
spared the anxious thought that the superhuman restraint 
of the Yishuy in the face of unchecked Arab lawlessness 
terrorism, intimidation, robbery and murder—is being brought! 
perilously near to breaking point.

Qecu is the case which could be made out in favour of a 

canny" attitude towards foreign appenls, and the 
husbanding of our resources for our own domestic needs. It rests 
very largely on rough and ready calculation, the Community still 
refusing obstinately to equip itself with adequate statistics. But 
put the figures at their worst. Suppose that of the 350,000 in the 
Community only 15,000 are able to render support to charity 
here and abroad. On a total charity bill of £600,000, that 
would mean about £40 per head per year. Is that, for a great 
proportion of them, too mich to ask? And is not the truth o: the 
matter to be found not so much in the incapacity as in the 


unwillingness to give? In fact, do we.not here come to the very 
core of our problem ? 


Tis is not the first time, by any means, that attention has been 

directed to this point. Only very recently, Mr. Nathan Laski 
declared that “a great number of Jews” were not doing their duty 
to the loca! Board of Guardians and other Jewish charities, and that 
many well-to-do Jews gave nothing” (he might have added that 
many others give disproportionately to their wealth!!. He went on 
to picture the inevitable result—those who were not averse from 
giving were called upon to” give over and overagain,’ Ut ispossible, 
one imagines, that ifa list of these generous folk could be compiled, 
the smallness of their number, relative to the general Community. 
would come as a great if not staggering surprise. The same stage 
army of kind donors marches from collecting box to collecting box 
and back again. Andif that be the case, how wonder if it begins to ery 
out: “We are too heavily laden,” and to cast about for reliéf, even 
to the detriment of the distressed Jewries abroad’ In short, it is 
not the Community that is bard pressed, but that section of it 
which faces up to its duty, and the real problem is how to make the 


unveady pay! 


T is admittedly a difficult question. There is no such thing as a 
communal income-tax, and we have not the powers of the 
Chancellar. How are we to reach the indifferent and the drifted? 
And if we do reach them. bow are'we to reach their hearts?’ The 
London Jewish Board of Guardians has tried, I believe, but with 
only very moderate success. In a sense, we are up against one 
uspect of the problem of assimilation, In days gone by, Jews who 
had prospered in life needed no. pressure to give. But their

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children may not feel the same interest in Jewish causes, and their 
hearts may not warm in the same way to appeals, bowever poignant 
--it would be interesting to know how many children continue the 
charities of deceased parents. And if all this be true, then, with 
the progress of assimilation, our difficulties can only increase. This 
statement of the case, however, seems to point the way out. We 
have to try and educate the conscience of the laggards, and awaken 
their dormant Jewish feelings. That, no doubt, may take alot of 
time, during which the needs of philanthropic movements in this 
country, and certainly abroad, are likely to grow more rather than 
less acute. And this means, in the last resort, either that the willing 
donors of today must continue bearing their burdens, and even 
carry heavier ones, or that they will throw them off in part, so that 
domestic or foreigu charities, or both, will suffer. 


F the second of these courses be adopted, there is no doubt that it 
will be our foreign co-religionists who will be the worst victims in 
the end, whatever may be the case now. The opinions quoted at the 
beginning of this article point unmistakably to tbat conclusion: 
There might be an insistent demand for a close season for foreign 
appeals—a breathing space during which the stricken Institutions at 
home might have an opportunity to recuperate financially. It might, 
too. be difficult to overcome such a movement, with penury fastening 
upon our own charities. But surrender to it might well prove 


a mischievous as well as adisagreeable step. It would te an accept

|! is hard to believe, therefore. that any considerable pumber of 

English Jews will escape from admitted hardship by throwing 
over their foreign co-religionists. Few, surely, with any knowledge 
ofthe awful sufferings endured in Germany and Poland to-day, could 
dream of such a step. Many more, probably the majority, would 
prefer to carry their load, grateful for the fact that, thanks to the 
great-hearted-tolerance of this blessed land of liberty, they are the 
yvivers, and not the receivers, of help. But that does not mean that 
we are to reconcile ourselves to the situation I have depicted, a 
situation in which some pay while others go scot free. Cannot the 
most experienced of our communal administrators get together 
in a systematic and determined atiempt to hunt down the defau'ters 
and hasten their education to their obligations, of which I have 
spoken? Or must we resign ourselves fatalistically to the present 
inequality of sacrifice? I believe the time has come for thinking 
out this serious problem, and grappling with it once for all!

Assistance is always given to our co-religionists who have come to 
»< country. It is almost a daily occurrence to find that some of our 
| lish brethren, after having been here for a few weeks, find that they 

. not permitted to remain in this country, or to accept a position of 
. ployment, They are compelled to return to Poland, and the ledera. 
/ on always endeavours to assist such cases. The Federation often ha. 
iors who reside in this country, but, through economic pressure, arc 
‘ able to assist their own relatives in Poland. 
Another important service that the Federation gives is the sending 
r to Poland of parcels containing worn clothing. There are nambers of 
co-religionists residing in this country who have relatives in Poland, 
'who are not able to pay the full charges for the sending of such 
» ccels. Where proof is given that they cannot pay, these parcels arc 
oatched free, and in other cases at reduced rates. Arrangements have 
» made with the South American committees of the Federation to send 
ocular supply of money and clothing. The Argentine and Brazilian 
omittees are launching appeals for the same purpose.

Jewish Consumptives' Home Closed Down 
BAN ON TRAINING FARMS AND YOUTH CONFERENCE 


Three actions of alinost unbehevable spitefulness and meanness 
constituted last week's contmbution by the Nazis. towards 
the Jewish problem.” The first was the closing down of the only 
sanatorium in Germany for Jews suffering from tuberculosis, at Bad 
Soden, near Wiesbaden. This malicious action deprives Jewish 
sufferers in Gertuany of the last institution where they could be cared 
for. since Jews are not, as a rule, accepted in “Aryan” hospitals. — 

The sanatornm at Bad Soden has been in existence many years 
before the Nazis came to power and was supported by Jewish funds 
A number of the patients from Bad Soden will now have to be accom- 
modated in Jewish general hospitals in the larger eities, but the 
will be eoanpelled to return to their homes.

The Federation of Jewish Youth Associations, which numbers 
over 50,000 Jewish vouths orgamsed in religious, cultural and sports 
associations and embraces all Ziomst, non-Ziomst, Revisionist and 
Jewish Orthodox youth m the Reich, is officially recognised by the 
Nazi Government. Its conference, which was due to open last week 
and was the first of its kind since the Nazis came to power, was 
convoked with the permission of the authorities. 


No Expulsion of American Jewish Correspondent

Tae Jewish Managing Director of the Bavarian Mutual Insurance 
Bank in Munich, Dr. Wertheimer, has been compelled by Nazi pressure 
to resign from his post. Dr. Wertheimer is one of the leading insurance 
experts in Germany, and his Bank fought hard to retain his services. 

THE municipalities ‘of Kirchheun and Weilheim, both in the Teck 
district, have decided to prohibit Jewish vattle dealers from taking 
part in local cattle markets. In addition, most of the cattle insurance 
societies in the Kurchheun district have decided not to imsure any 
cattle purchased from Jews. This policy is now being concentrated 
on by the Nazis in many districts, and dozens of cattle imsurance 
societies are being compelled to assist in thus persuading recalcitrant 
peasants to adhere to the anti-Jewish boveott. 

THe textile firm of Simon Brothers, of Berlin, has passed into 
“Aryan” hands.

I understand that the owner of the 
Hat is a non-Jew, and that the brick was thrown by Blackshirts because 
the man is well-known as an anti-Fascist and a member of the Labour 
Party. 

A pathetic case has been brought to my notice of a Mrs. Davis, 
a widow, who keeps a sweetshop in Stepney. The Blackshirts, by 
their introduction of racral hatred, are steadily destroying her liveli- 
hood, 

Most of the non-Jews in the arca—the shop is within a stone's 
throw of Duckett Street—have boyeotted the shop, and httle cluldren 
who come a shout anti-Jewish slogans and give the Fascist salute. 
The business has been seriously affected. The shop-window has been 
smashed twice—in October by an iron bar, and on the Friday after 
the declaration of the election result at Mile End Baths at I a.m. 
On the latter occasion, a nulk-bottle was thrown through the window 
aml the contents of the shop were looted. 

Raven Thomson may declare that the B.U.F. have not introduced 
racial hatred and: strife into East London. Its a strange coincidence, 
however, that destruction and looting have only occurred at the 
expense of Jewish shops since the Blackshirts came to the district. 

Mr. J. Pearee, of the Jewish People’s Council, told me that he 
saw two lads taken out of a loudspeaker van in Mare Street, Hackney, 
last Friday evening. Both were bleeding profusely, the one from a 
wound on the side of lus head, the other from his nose. He found that 
they had been attending a meeting at Ridley Road, Dalston, organised 
by the Hackney Citizens’ Committee. After the meeting, they were 
assaulted by a number of Fascists who used knuckledusters. , They 
could give no reason for the attack, and were only reseued by the 
arrival of the loudspeaker van. 

This ts only another mstance of Fascist hooliganism. They would 
be doing a nationaPservice, said Mr. Pearce, if people who were the 
victims of a Blackslurt assault or who witnessed such, would report 
ther to the People’s Council or the National Council for Civil Liberties.

RISING TIDE REVOLT 


Government Must Act. 


No Hope of Immediate Peace 
FRUITS OF ADMINISTRATION'S POLICY 


{From our Correspondent—JERUSALEM] 


There is “a terror that stalketh by day and by night” in the 
northern districts of Palestine, and the authorities apparently have 
not the power or the urgent wish to cope with the growing lawless- 
ness which is placing the lives and property of some thousands of 
defenceless Jewish residents in constant peril. 

Armed Bands are operating with impunity around the towns of 
Safed and Tibenas and attack Jewish colomes in Lower Galilee, such 
as Sejera, Kfar Tabor, Yayvneel and Mizpah. Cattle and horses are 
stolen, trees are uprooted in the orchards, wanton damage 1s done to 
landed property and, above all, the settlers themselves are subject 
to danger. 

Perhaps the most moving statement of the jeopardy to the Jewish 
inhabitants of Safed, pent up within the four corners of their ghetto 
in the Upper Gallee lulls, was that made by a communal representa- 
tive at a meeting of the National Council for Palestine Jews (Vaad 
Leumt) in Jerusalem last. week. “We are in a concentration camp 
with the sentence of death hovering over us,” he said with tronic 
bitterness. “We cannot move out ot Ou houses bor fear of being shot.” 
The Jewish tnhabitants of Safed have, under the very eve of the 
authorities, been. boycotted and assaulted; they cannot expect any aid 
from the Government, to whom. ther appeals have been fruitless, 
They are condemned to live in Sated, which courageously they. will 


not desert. 


On Wednesday night in last week, some 200 shots were fired at 
the Jewish quarter of Safed in a steady fusillade that. lasted, accord- 
ing to the police department's own report, for about lorty minutes. 
Half-an-hour later, another forty or fifty shots were fired. According 
to unotheal reports, ho attempt was made by the police Ol nulitaryv 
to return the fire or to drive off the raiders. Some of the bullets pierced 
the walls of houses. : 

| Raid in Broad Daylight 

Earher that day, a party of armed Arabs in broad daylight fired 
At colony, it} Lower Galilee, and then moved on to ‘Tabor, 
about a*mile-and-a-half south-east of which they ambushed a party 
ot Jewish farmers ploughing the fields. Asa result, one man, Jacob 
Kizler, was seriously wounded, another slightly wounded and a mule 
killed. 

Can it be wondered at that there is no respect left for a Govern- 
ment which permits such lawlessness to occur and recur without 
hfting one finger to stop it or purmsh those ultumately responsible ? 
The murderers of Haim Bruck and Dr. Joseph Lehrs in the Beisan 
area have, So) far. got ott scot-tree, They ure Jaughing at the futility 
of the authorities. If ever the criminal Arab elements had an oppor- 
tumty of saying “El Dowleh maana’’——“the Government is with us” 
-~1t 1s at the present stage of anarchy im Palestine. 

Jewish residents who are arming themselves for defence. and not 
aggression, incur severe penalties when caught in. possession of 
unlicensed weapons or ammunition. Yet they have no alternative 
but to arm themselves for their own protection at a time when the 
Palestine Government allows them to be the target and prey of blood- 
thirsty hooligans who roam the country unhampered, for all the world 
like walking arsenals. What fear of the authorities is left to the 
bngands and terrorists who are convinced of their own immunitv and 
the vulnerability of outlying Jewish settlements or residentia) quarters? 

There is more than the unmediate personal danger involved in 
this situation; there is the effect upon the Arab mind of this indulgence 
of terrorism, The younger genetation is growing up within thé Arab 
community profoundly impressed by the exploits of the hooligans and 
deliberately taught the creed of race-hatred and slaughter. 


Insurrectionary Spirit not Quelled 

There was a huge Expeditionary Force in Palestine last autumn. 
Men were taken from their jobs and drafted back to the Colours to 
quell an insurrection—and, whatever the euphemisms now used, it 
was an insurrection in the fullest sense. _Lieut.-General Dill was sent 
to command the operations. His staff officers told newspapermen that 
a rebellion was in progress and would be stamped out, that the Arab 
‘strikers’ were in reality rebels. Yet General Dill was hampered by 
a policy that had already proved a failure but was allowed to proceed. 
There was‘an opportunity of cleaning up the country, of making it 
safe for decent, progressive life; the High Commissioner failed to take 
that opportunity because he could not face the exposure of what 
would be revealed as the products of his own administration. 

Government Executives are accustomed to dealing with files and 
papers; they have no occasion to come down to the human aspect 
of life. 

The warning must come from these frank columns, since similar 
warnings are prohibited from appearing in the Press of Palestine on 
pain of creating ‘‘alarm and despondency,"’ that a situation far beyond 
the comprehension of the High Commissioner and his advisers is about 
to arise in this country. Not even the publication of the Royal Com- 
mission's report and the Government policy will stem the rising tide. 
There has been too much neglect to warrant any sanguine hope of an 
immediate restoration of tranquillity. 1f Palestine is to be saved from 
a completely lawless condition, which fifty thousand British soldiers will 
not be able to control, then the present is the time to act. 

The Nebi Musa festivals are.approaching. It is the opportunity 
for fomenting hatred and agitation among large and idle erowds of 
Participants, Individual acts of terrorism will undoubtedly be com- 


mitted, and it is to be feared that they will not be sufficiently check.)

Its Background and its Future 
DR. WEIZMANN ON SCHOOLS’ DIFFICULTIES 


Dr. Chaim Weizmann was the guest of a group of Jewish doctors 
when on Sunday evening he addressed a drawing-room meeting at 
the house of Dr. and Mrs. Maurice Sorsby in Brondesbury Park. Dr. 
Arnold Sorsby, President of the London Jewish Hospital Medical 
society, presided. 

Dr. Weizmann said that in addressing them he was performing a 
pious duty. Some years ago, he had promised his dear frend, the 
late Dr. David Eder, that he would address:a gathering of Jewish 
doctors. That promise had remained unfulfilled because, said: Dr. 
Wemmann, he was a “movable feast.” However, he remembered his

The first institution with which he would deal, he said, was the 
Hebrew University. Except m the case of certam American univer- 
siues which had been founded ad hoc, all universities progressed as > 
orgime growths, as, for example, the monastic schools which in 
England had evolved into Oxford and Cambridge. In a minor degree, 
the Hebrew University was taking the same course. Its arts side, 
which was centred by the School of Hebrew Studies, had attracted the 
attention of Jewish scholars and of donors, among whom was the late 
Baron Edmond Rothschild. It was comparatively for this 
side of the Umversity to develop. In the first place, no equipment 
heyond staff and hbrary were necessary, and m the second place there 

, was already in Jerusalem the atmosphere to which Jewish scholars, 
poets, writers and onmentalists were attracted. .The rocks of Jerusalem 
were fruitful sow for Hebrew. study, and round the School of Hebrew 
Studies there had grown up faculties for studying Arabic, for the study 
of early Jewish lustory, and a School of Archeology which had a very 
distinguished present, and a most auspicious future. The students 
at this branch of the University were the future teachers in Palestinian 
schools. Dr, Weizmann explained how, prior to 1914, when, as a result 
ot the attempt to impose the use of the German language upon the 
then newly-founded Technical Institute at Haifa, the teachers and 
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scholars of Palestine went on strike, the school system in Palestino 
had proceeded in a haphazard manner, The various schools whic), 
were supported by Jewish Communities in different lands each taugl)t 
in the language of that country. The diverse origins of the schoo! 
system in Palestine had complicated the very important task of train. 
ing Hebrew teachers for an ever-growing Jewish population in 
Palestine. Despite this, the teachers in Palestine had performed very 
real pioneer work towards the establishment of the Jewish Nation: 
Home. 
A Point of Pilgrimage 

Another interesting function of the Hebrew University was that 
it provided a pornt of pilgrimage for Rabbis who were trained in othe, 
lands and whose education was greatly increased by a SOPOUTTL 1) 
Jerusalem. Then there was the School of Law, from which ver 
interesting developments could be expected. Jewish law had yet t 
he eodified. and the research and study necessary would be provide : 
by the School at the Hebrew University.

eountry. At present in Palestine, while there was a superabundance « 
highly trained professional men, there was a shortage of skilled artisan 
who could act as foremen and craftsmen. The pupils from the Hail. 
Technical School, which was well and effimently run, had taken the 
place in the railways, in workshops and in many Government jo! 
Speaking of the Danrel Sieff Institute for Research, of which he

THE PROBLEM OF SOCIAL REFORM 


Mr. McGovern (LL.P., Shettleston) asked the Secretary 
if it was the intention of the Government of Palestine to introduce 
any measures of social reform, such’ as unemployment and health 
insurance, children’s clinics, ete., for general health improvement. 

Mr. Ormsby-Gore: “In 1932, the Labour Legislation Committee 
appointed by the High Commissioner for Palestine considered that 
the introduction of compulsory health insurance would be premature, 
as large sections of the labouring population, especially Arabs, are 
unorganised, and among them legislation of this kind would be 
inoperative. The Palestine Government is still of the opinion that any 
such measure should be deferred until its general success can be more 
definitely assured, 

“Similar considerations apply to the question of compulsory 
uncmployment insurance. The Palestine Government endeavours to 
arrange its public works programme to meet the needs of relief in 
the event of any section of the population suffering from unemploy- 
ment. 

“As regards public health, the Palestine Department of Health 
is providing for the expansion of existing special health services, such 
as matermty and child welfare, the teaching of hygiene, ophthalmic 
services, ete. Anti-malarial measures are maintained at a high level

and that was external defence. Once again, they had been shocked by 
the events that had happened on the previous day in Palestine. The 
Jews of Palestine had shown patience and control which went beyond 
that of any 6ther nation in the world. They could not be expected 
to tolerate these daily murders of Jews without any attempt being 
made by those responsible for the government of the country, if not 
to prevent the murders, then at least to see that those who commutted 
crimes should be punished. . They had a right to make that final 
appeal to the government, that Palestine should not be allowed to 
degenerate once again as it did nine months ago. 

Dayan Dr. A. Feldman proposed the toast of “The Guests of 
Honour, Mr. and Mrs. Solomon Wolfson.” He referred to the fact that 
Mr. Wolfson had resided in Glasgow nearly forty years and had been 
associated with every Jewish cause in the eity. Since taking up his 
residence in London, he had entered upon communal and. general 
work with the same ability and enthusiastn. He felt certain that now 
that Mr. Wolfson had accepted the Presidency of the Mizrachi Federa- 
tion it had been given a new lease of life, and his work would prove 
very effective. He paid tribute to Mr. Isaac Wolfson, his son, who was 
associated with his father’s good work. 

Mr. Isaac Wolfson replied,

Sunday's Conferonce 


Mr. A. Bornstein presided over a meeting of the Federation at 
2-3, St. James's Place, E.C., on Sunday last. The meeting was attended 
by representatives of the Mizrachi groups and societies. The following 
resolutions were carried : 


“At the request of the Mercas Olami that, for the purpose of preserving 
a united Zionist front at this time and of ensuring that the controversy 
between the Mizrachi Federation of Great Britain and Ireland and the Zionist 
Organisation be brought to an amicable termination, the Executive of the 
Mizrachi Federation accepts the agreement arnved at between Professor 
Pick, on behalf of the World Mizrachi Orwanisation, and Professor Brodetsky. 
on behalf of the Jewish Agency Executive, relative to the present dispute 
covering the appeals of the Keren. Eretz Yisrael Shel Hamizrachi and the Mifal 
Habizaron.” 

“The Executive of the Mizrach Federation further accepts Profecsor 
BRrodetsky’s proposals for the constitution of a Committee of five, provided 
that the Keren Hayesod Committee be properly constituted on an all-party 
basis.” 

“The Keren Ilayvesod is the common fund of all the Zionist parties ior 
the re-construction of Eretz Yisrael. In all countries the Mizrachi takes its 
share with the other Zionist parties in the acdiministration.of the Keren 
Hayesod, but only in Enezland is this, confined to non-Zionists and one 
party, te. the Zionist Federation of Great Britain and lLreland (General 
Zionists). The kxecutive ot the Mizrachi Federation cannot avree to such 
a state of allairs and is resolved to secure an adequate share Iti the admunistra- 
tion of the Keren Hayesod in this country.”

An Indian Jewish Community 


Eager to Absorb Hebrew Knowledge 
THE STORY OF B'NAI ISRAEL 


Dr, Immanuel Olswanger, who recently paid a visit to India, 
delivered an address on “The Jews of India” at a meeting of the 
Anglo-Palestinian Club at 43-4, Great Windmill Street “Ww. on 
Wednesday evening in last week. Mr. David 8. Erulkar presided. 

Dr. Olswanger spoke of the Jewish Community in India as the 
most remarkable Jewish Community on earth. There were in India 
to-day, he said, 25,000 Jews, among whom nearly 20,000 belonged to 
the B'nai Israel Community. The rest consisted of 2,000 Jews who 
came irom Europe and 3,000 who came from Baghdad. Of these 
three sections, the B'nai Israel Community was in every respect the 
most important, the most interesting and, culturally, the highest. 
Economically, there was not much difference between the B'nai Israel 
and the rest of the great Indian nation. The greater part of the 
B'nai Israel lived in rather poor conditions. In the towns, they were 
hard workers, very skilful carpenters, many working in the spinning 
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mills, many engaged in academical professions and a comparatively 
smaller portion in business. 

In the villages around Bombay, many of them were to-day stil! 
engaged in the same profession to which the ancestors of the Bonai 
Israel took when they set foot in India, and that was oil pressing, 


Hebrew Teaching by Christian Missionaries 


It was not the Baghdad Jews, said Dr. Olswanger, who first: took 
an interest in the Jewish education of the B'nai Israel, but the 
American Christian missionaries, who came at the same time, and who 
founded schools for them. They taught them Hebrew and gave therm 
an idea of the Bible. ae 

The question was often asked whether the B'nai Israel were of 
pure Jewish race. In his view, they were just as much of pure Jewis!, 
race as the European Jews were. 3 

They were always saying to Jews: “Palestine will be the centre, 
and rays ot Jewish light will ro out from that centre.’ lf there 
was a Jewish Community which was in need of such refreshing and 
revivifving ravs of a living Judaism, it was the Commumity of B'nai 
Israel. 

He eagerly awaited the day, said Dr. Olswanger, when youny 
Palestinians would go out to India to act there as Hebrew teachers. 
They would be received with the greatest hesprtahty. They would 
meet with pupils who would eagerly learn and absorb every word 
coming from Jerusalem. And he expected quite a number of B'nai 
Israelites to settle in Palestine. Palestine was a country where Jews 
from. all over the world gathered, everyone bringing something of the 
civilisation of the COUNTESS of his ongin. He would lke to see soime- 
thing of the best of Indian civilisation transplanted through the B’na: 
Israel to the Jewish hfe of Palestine.

The Betarim had been called terrorists, but did not those who 
seemed so sure about this forget how the first Betar Chalutzim had 
been received with violence on their arrival in Palestine and how 
to-day members of the Histadruth destroyed the work of Betarim 
he instanced the interference with, and destruction of, building work 
and the wounding of a builder that he had seen a few weeks ago in 
Tel-Aviv in a case where work was given to men not attached to 
the Socialst Histadruth. Revisionists were called Fascists because of 
their objection to strikes and lockouts in Palestine: but, he asked, 
was M. Blum, who, in his efforts for social peace, had forbidden strikes 
in France, called a Fascist ? 

In other references to the Histadruth, Mr. Ben-Horin said that 
that organisation in some parts of Palestine denied local election rights 
to non-members; that the spirit of the education given to its young 
was simular to that of Bolshevist Russia; and that, while posing as 
an organisation existing on behalf of the poor workers of Palestine, 
it was extremely wealthy—with funds estimated at about five million 
pounds. 

Mr. Ben-Horin called Professor Brodetsky’s statement that

Many Tributes to Mr. S. S. Levin 
“DEVELOPMENTS THOUGHT IMPOSSIBLE SEVEN YEARS AGO" 


On ‘Monday evening last, the Jewish National Fund in London 
said farewell to its Secretary of the last seven years, Mr. 8. 8. Levin, 
who, as announced in a recent issue of THe Jewish CHRONICLE, 15° 
retinng to enter upon a business 
career. ~Many eloquent tributes 
ge were paid to the man who has seen 
Se) the Fund grow from an income of 
£18,000 to over £60,000 a year. In 
the course ot his valedictoryv 


address, Mr. Levin mentioned that 

all Jewish National Fund collection 
Me = work in this country was co-ordin- 
ated, and he paid tmbute to the 


system of accounting and voluntary 
collection which had achieved sueh 
splendid results. He expressed the 
‘hope that other communal institu- 
tions would adopt similar methods. 

A reception was held at Pagani’s 
Restaurant, Great Portland Street, 
W., and Mr. Robert B. Solomon 
presided, 

Mr. Solomon traced Mr. Levin's 
career from the tune he became 
Secretary at a small office in the 
Minones to the present offices in 
Southampton Row. When he 
theught of the things Mr. Levin had aecomplished—things that would 
have seemed impossible seven years ago—he marvelled at the service 
which that gentleman had rendered to the Fund. Box collectrons had 
increased to what seemed astrononucal figures compared with a tew 
years ago, and the cost of collection had vreatlhy decreased proportion. 
ately.» They had an excellent staff working together under an excellent 
leader. They were most sorry to lose Mr. Levin, but hoped that they 
would always be able to call on his services in a voluntary capacity. 
Mr. Solomon concluded by wishing Mr. and Mrs. Levin every happiness. 

Councillor F. L. Lawrence associated himself with the Chairman s 
tribute and said that Mr. Levin was a man who revelled im criticism 
and was loved by those with whom he worked. 

Mr. David Fox, of Leeds, said that the note of personal antagonism 
had. been entirely absent from the relations between the workers and 
the Seeretary, 

Mr. Leopold Schen, a Director of the Fund, said that when Mr. 
Levin was considered for the post he had oecupied with so much 
distinction, he was just a young man with a Zionist background and 
one who was playing a considerable part in the affairs of the Inter- 
University Zionist Federatiom He entered upon his task at a difficult 
stage. However, he soon asserted himself and- took a firm grip on 
his job. The Head Office looked upon: Mr.. Levin. not only as. a 
Secretary but as a permanent official, and were very reluctant. to 
accept his resignation.

Mr. Schen; and Mr. Levin had given himself entirely to the service of 
the Fund. 

Miss J.. Bedsiowski, from the Southampton Row office, made a 
presentation. to Mr. Levin on behalf of the staff. She said that all

Mr. Solomon announced that the presentation from the J.N-F. 
Commission would take the form of Hebrew books, which Mr. Levin, 
on consulted, had chosen himself.

The first factor 
in that achievement was that remarkable team of officers functioning 
under the Chairmanship of Mr. Solomon, among them Mr. Schen, 


whose great services were so well known. Secondly, they had a system: 


o* organisation and accountancy which made for success and ensured 
an unimpeachable integrity which alone could give the public 
contidence, 

Another great factor, continued Mr. Levin, was that the Fund 
had tinally established itself as a body devoid-of political association. 
It stood free from strife and received the support of all those whe 
accepted the writ of the Zionist Organisation, no matter what their 
political colour was. They in the Zionist movement had been putting 
their house in order. They now had functioning methods and purpose 
defined and understood. He wished he could say the same for the 
rest of the Community, which abounded with overlapping efforts for 
similar objects, involving unnecessary and increasing and wasteful 
expenditure. 

Mr. Levin paid tribute to those with whom he had worked. He 
said he felt that Mr. Rosette had taken a bold step in leaving the 
British public service for the Jewish puble service, and he thought that 
the Jewish Community would warm to hun for that reason. He knew 
Mr. Rosette’s abilities and was contident that he would be successful

DR. WEIZMANN’'S ADDRESS

He thought it was permissible for him, continued Dr. Weizmann.

World Must Not Be Allowed To Forget 
DUTY OF JOINT FOREIGN COMMITTEE 


Mr. Leoxarp G. Monrertore, O.B.E., the President of the Anglo- 
Jewish Association, presided on Sunday over a meeting of the Council 
at Woburn House. The President explained that the Council had 
not met for some time because it had been a little difficult to: carry 
en the work of the Association without the Secretary, Mr. Morris 
Dupare, who had been ill. In his absence they had been helped by his 
son, Mr. 8. H. Dupare. Mr. Montefiore congratulated Mr. Dupare upon 
his recovery, although, because of the inclement weather, he was not 
present that morning—it Was the first meeting for sixty-three years 
at which Mr. Dupare was not present as Secretary. | 

(mong others present were: Rabbi Dr. Samuel Daiches, Mrs. F.. 8.

Mr. Montefiore, in presenting the report of the Joint Foreign 
(‘ommiuttee, said a day or two ago he received a letter from a journalist 
friend on the subject of the German Jews. This friend wrote: “The 
ternble thing is that the plight of these people 1s in danger of being 
forgotten—both the exiles and those that are still in Germany and 
if we ean do nothing else, we can insist for our part that they shall 
not be forgotten altogether.” “lI feel,’ said Mr. Montefiore, “that 
if a Christian feels that duty to be meumbent upon him, how much 
more should we feel it. who are directly concerned.’” More than that 
n Christian may feel the humanitarian appeal, the appeal that mnocent 
suffering makes to each and all ot us. jut the Jew must surely feel 
that for hun there ean be no rest o1 respite while the shadow of Nazi 
racialism creeps forward.over Europe. What, asked Mr. Montefiore, 
was lhkelyw to be the fate of Jews in other countnmes if thew treatment 
Germam came to be revarcdes| iis something natural. domestic 
concern of Germany, and: not an ‘offence that cned to Heaven by 
reason of its imjustic@ and its mnquity! 


A German Churchman's Suicide 

He could only reiterate, he continued, that he regarded. it as the 
principal duty of the Joint Foreign Commuttee to see that what was 
happening in Germany was net forgotten, but was kept before men's 
minds, written about, talked about, discussed and condemned now 
and in the future... Members of the Council would probably have read 
Tur Times letter, signed by many Chnmstian clergymen, expressing 
their and concern at the death in a concentration of Dr. 
Weissl I, the head of the Conte ssional Church Sceretariat, Dr. Weissler 
was accused of having helped the foreign Press to obtaim a copy of a 
letter addressed hy the Confessional Church to Hitler last May. His 
arrest some months Was greeted with indecent and savage re 
in the German Christian newspapers. The letter addressed to Hitler 
contained one passage which eoncerned them because it condemned 
anti-Semitism and Jew-hatred imposed as a duty by the State upon 
Christian citizens. The suicide of Dr. Weissler had taken place within 
eight months of that letter’s publication m the toreign Press. After 
so stmking an example of the fate hkely to overtake entices of the 
regime, they were not, likely to see the experiment repeated for some 
time. And yet he did not doubt that there were many Germans to 
whom the treatment of the Jews was abhorrent. 

One sometimes wondered, continued Mr. Montetiore, whether this 
whole racial doctrine would not collapse by its own absurdities and 
inconsistencies and whether German educated opimon’ would not 
revolt against it. It was only on the previous day that Tue Times 
published a report of a heavy sentence of a year’s penal servitude 
imposed at Karlsruhe for an offence against the Nuremberg laws. 
It was only ten days ago that the VOELKISCcHER BEeoBAcHTER published 
fh speech by a prominent Nazi acclaiming the great achievements of 
German scientists, and notably Fintz Haber, whose discovemes to-day 
gave employment to many hundreds of thousands of German work- 
people. Yet Haber was the offspring of Rassenschande, a nuxed 
marriage, and as such was driven into exile, where he died. 

There must be in many places in Germany people who were 
beginning to get rather weary of the regune. It was very difficult 
to keep the mterest of the outside world on these day-to-day events. 
There were so many things happemmng all over the werld; and it was 
very difficult for people to have active sympathy with all of them. 
When sympathy was dispersed over so many objects, it became weak. 
Yet he did meet a few people with large hearts, by whom all those who 
suffered were equally assisted. 


The Deputies’ Committee of Investigation 


Mr. Montefiore referred to the motion that was passed at the 
last meeting of the Jewish Board of Deputies, appointing a Committee 
to investigate the functions and workings of the Joint Foreign Com- 
mittee, and said he supposed a report would be presented to the 
Board in due course. The mover of the motion (Mr. P. Horowitz), in 
his speech, had said that the Anglo-Jewish Association was not what 
it used to be. Very few of them, said Mr. Montefiore, were what they 
used to be, and he felt that, after a partnership lasting some sixty 
years, it was perhaps a httle unkind to say of the other partner that 
she was not what she used to be. However that might be. if there 
were any ways of making the Committee more efficient he should be 
the first to welcome them. But, for his own part, he regarded the 
duties in connection with Germany as being the principal and the most 
unportant of all the duties with which this Committee was charged. 

Raper Dr. Daicues urged that the Anglo-Jewish Associa- 
tion should hold il public lie ting for the purpose ot propaganda, and 
that the. Hon. Officers should tell the Jewish public what the 
Association was deing and make an appeal for subscribers.

Europe’s Surviving Ghetto 


Jewish Life in Eisenstadt 
A 17th-Century “Museum Piece” 


[Prom a Correspondent] 


Although the practice of segregating Jews in ghettos has long 
heen obsolete, there still remains in Europe one complete ghetto, 
which was created in the 17th century to ensure both protection 
and privileges for the Jews, 

The ghetto of Eisenstadt, in Austria, was entablished in the 
\7th century by the princes in the House of Esterhazy, then over. 
‘ords of the district. The Jewish Community was granted extensive 
autonomy in the administration of its affairs, and was also accorded 
complete protection from molestation or persecution. Although the 
‘hetto was a self-contained unit within the town, its members main- 
‘ained constant and friendly business and social relationships with 
the other inhabitants of the town, and the preservation to the 
present day of these privileges gives a unique interest to the 
Community. 

From sunset on Friday until noon on Sunday, a chain is drawn 
across the street which leads into the ghetto. The original reason 
for the barrier was to enable the Jews to observe the Sabbath with. 

it fear of interruption or disturbance. To this very day, no car or 
other vehicle is permitted to pass through the ghetto during the 
sabbath (save in cases of accident or for dealing with urgent 
medical cases), and the ancient privilege, granted more than two 
hundred years ago, has been maintained without a break by the 
\ustrian authorities.

Among the many interesting buildings in the. ghetto is the 
private museum of the Weiss family, a priceless collection of 
nistoric relics founded by Herr Sandor Weiss, a leading member of 
the Jewish Community. Just outside the ghetto stands the church 
in which Joseph Haydn, the composer, was-buried, Haydn spent 
many years in Eisenstadt, in the service of Prince Esterbazy. The 
Valace of the Esterhazys, one of the show places of Austria, stands 
in striking contrast to the narrow streets and tiny dwellings of the 
phetto, 

The Eisenstadt ghetto is of particular significance as an instance 
ol how a “ traditional’ Jewish community could combine its own 
way of living with full co-operation in the life of the country in 
whieh it was situated, and maintain friendly relations with its 
uon-Jewish neighbours over a period of over two hundred years.

Official Protest Against Nazi Abuse 
“Shocking to Decent Minds” 


LA GUARDIA’S RENEWED ATTACK 


Great Public Meeting Calls for Boycott 


Acting on the instructions of the Secretary of State, Mr. Cordell 
Hull, Mr. William E, Dodd, the American Ambassador to Germany, last 
week made formal diplomatic representations to Baron von Neurath, 
German Minister for Foreign Affairs, against the ANGRiFF article 
which referred to the American Jewish women as “ women of the 
streets,” and against the language used in the Nazi Press in general 
in connection with the LaGuardia incident, 

Mr. Dodd emphasised that “the American Government are 
wholly unable to account for the sweeping, vituperative and 
unfounded attacks on American womanhood and institutions, for 
Which the American people see no justification,’ and went on to 


state that “ the language used by the German Press, particularly by | 


the ANGRIFF, Was unparalleled in its abusive and indecent language 
and was staggering and shocking to all decent minds.’ Mr. Dodd 
also referred to State Secretary Hull's policy of conducting official 
relations with other nat ons on the basis of complete re-pect for 
the rights and sensibilities of each other, and raised the point that 
the American Constitution guaranteed the general right of freedom 
of speech, 

Further attacks on the United States prior to Mr. Dodd's protest 
included a cartoon in the ScHuWARZE Korres, portraying a gorilla 
prancing on the roof of a New York skyscraper under the heading: 
In the Jand of unlimited possibilities.” The gorilla bears the 
Shield of David, and the caption reads, “ King Kong is still alive. 
At present he is busy in New York.’ “Jewish inciters against 
Giermany is the caption in the current issue of the STUERMER 
under the photographs of Messrs. Felix M. Warburg, Hon. Chairman 
of the Joint Distribution Committee, Herbert H. Leiman, Governor 
of New York State, and Paul Baerwald, Chairman of the Join 
Distribution Committee. The issue also contains a special article 
ou the Jew Lehman, the descendant of the murderers of Christ.’ 
l‘ollowing on the United States protest, the ANGRIFF once more 
returned to the attack by denouncing “Jewish influence” in the 
United States and expressing support for American anti-Semites. 

As in the case of the remonstrance made by the British 
Giovernment last November against speeches by General Géring and 
Dr. Goebbels, Tue TIMES reports, not a hint of the United States 
protest has been allowed to reach the German public, who are 
therefore in complete ignorance of the widespread indignation 
aroused in the United States by the Press attacks of which Mr. 
Dodd complained. The German Press attacks on America did not 
arise only from the remarks made about Hitler by Mr. LaGuardia, 
says Reuter from Berlin. For some months past there has been a 
campaign apparently intended to belittle American life and institu- 
tions. To German readers, America has been represented as a 
country where life consists entirely of lynch law, gangster murders, 
floods and beauty competitions. 

Vigorous comments in the New York Press accompanied the 
protest to Germany. The WorLD TELEGRAM approved of Mr. 
Hull's action in a cartoon with the caption: “ What's sauce for the 
goose is sauce for the gander.’. The Post asked: “ Why argue with 
idiots?’ and declares that “it is wrong to dignify such garbage 
with a protest.” The SuN published acartoon entitled “ Unpleasant 
incidents,” but chided Mr. LaGuardia, and declared that an unfortu- 
nate result of the affair will be that it will lead to fresh reprisals 
against the Jews, 


Hitlerism Denounced 


The outstanding development in the situation this week was 
a further denunciation of Hitler by Mr. LaGuardia on Monday. at a 
mighty anti-Nazi demonstration in Madison Square, convened by the 
American Jewish Congress and the Jewish Labour Committee on the 
oeeasion of the fourth anniversary of the Nazi regune. Thousands 
of people who had crammed into the meeting place booed every 
mention of Hitler's name. 

In an impromptu speech, Mr. LaGuardia, who had attended the 
meeting as one of the audience but who was forced by the insistence 
of the crowd to mount the rostrum to address them, repeated his 
attacks and declared: “My address of a few days ago was no novelty. 
I have been saying the same thing for a long time, and expect to 
continue to say it, and I hope the necessity for that will be of only 
short duration.. I came here this evening as one of the audience, It 
may be difficult for some people to understand. No matter what 
Mr. Hitler may say, pay no attention to it, because public opinion of 
the world has decreed that Adolf Hitler is not personally or diplo- 
matically satisfaktionsfahig.” (The speaker later gave a rough trans- 
lation by saying he meant that Herr Hitler “could not take it.) 

Other speakers included Mr, John W. Lewis, Chairman. of the 
Committee of Industrial Organisation, and General Hugh Johnson, the 
former N.R.A. administrator, who declared that “Mayor LaGuardia 
was right, Hitler does menace the world not so much by ‘arming his 
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battalions, but by disarming faith, honesty and international honour.” 
Dr. Stephen 8. Wise, who also spoke, defended the anti-Nazi boycott 
as “a warless war against war-makers,” and called upon American 
people to join the struggle against Hitler. 

In conclusion, the meeting adopted a resolution to intensify the 
Nazi boycott and to call on Americans not to support the Nazis. 
Messages of support were received from the Governors of seven States, 
thirteen Senators and thirty-seven Congressmen, as well as from 
prominent European figures, including Sir Norman Angell and M. 
Henri Bérenger, President of the Foreign Affairs Committee of the 
French Senate. 

Tue Times reports that a meeting organised on Tuesday by the 
German-American Republican League of Greater New York to protest 
against the anti-Nazi gathering and against the Mayor's recent remarks 
was attended by sixty-five persons. 

With renewed fury, the AnGriFF storms against the new attacks, 
and accuses the U.S. Government of having failed to take effective 
action against “the Jewish calummators” and declares that “it is time 
to demand energetic interference by the President himself.” 


Cmdr. Locker-Lampson Congratulates LaGuardia 


Commander Locker-Lampson, M P., has sent the following 
telegram to Mr. LaGuardia: “ Many congratulations, Mr. Mayor, upon 
your stend against Nazi terrorism, and still more on your refusal to 
climb down, Long may you and other transatlantic free men refuse 
to become slaves to the swastika.” ) 

Addressing the House of Representatives last week, Congress- 
woman Rogers demanded a more formal protest to Germany against 
Press attacks on the United States. 

Congressman Samuel Dickstein has announced his intention of 
introducing a bill to investigate Nazi propaganda in the United 
States and of following it up by another bill demanding that 
relations with Germany should be severed should Nazi propaganda 
not abate. Speaking at a meeting of the Congress Immigration 
Committee, Mr. Dickstein stated that he knew of the presence of 
more than one hundred spies in the country actively engaged ina 
fomenting a Fascist plot against the United States. He then pro- 
ceeded to name a particular person, one Fritz Kuhn, in connection 
with the charge. According to the NEWs CHRONICLE, a warrant 
against Khubn has now been issued, 

Unknown vandals this week desecrated a well-known New York 
synagogue by painting swastikas on the outer walls. Police are 
now gurding all synagogues in the city. It is believed that the 
desecration is connected with Secretary Hull's protest.

Progress of “ Back-to-the-Land” Movement 
100,000 American Jewish Agriculturists 


Progress in the Jewish “ back-to-the-land” movement in the 
U.S.A. in 1936, in spite of new problems raised by the arrival of 
increasing numbers of German refugees, was reported by Mr. 
Gabriel Davidson, General Manager of the Jewish Agricultural 
Society, at a recent meeting of the Society in New York. 

The Jewish farm population in the United States to-day 
approximates 100,000, it was announced. Last year 41 families 
were settled on farms. The Society had granted 11,997 farm loans, 
totalling 7,392,000 dollars, to Jewish farmers in forty States. 
Discussing the question of aid given to German refugees, tire 
report states that “the rigid restriction egainst the transfer of 
funds from Germany seriously complicates the problem of settle. 
ment.” ‘The Society had sought, however, to arrange exchanges of 
land owned by Germans in the U.S.A. for that of Jews in the Reich. 
“In our work with German refugees achievement:has as yet, 
because of the inherent difficulties, been meagre. But we regard the 
experience we are gaining as a preparation for the task that lies 
ahead.” 

The report adds, in conclusion, a noteworthy comment on the 
question of Jewish aptitude for land-work: “There is no ground 
for the assumption that.Jews who possess the necessary qua'ifica- 
tions, phy-ical and temperamental, and who have the required 
capital, will not make their way on farms.”

A joint meeting of the Toronto District Trades and Labour Council 
and the League against War and Fascismn has adopted a resolution 
approving a boycott of German products. throughout the Dominion, 
reports Reuter. A committee of twelve has been appointed to map 
out a programme for the ban in Toronto, and eventually for the whole 
country.

No End to Student Rioting 
Jews Attacked at Warsaw and Lemberg 


Some twenty Jewish students were injured this week at 
Warsaw University and the Warsaw Technical High School as a 
result of renewed anti-Jewish excesses. Endek students started 
the disturbances by hurling insulis at the progressive Professor 
Kotarbinski, who had repeatedly expressed his abborrence of the 
barbarous attacks ou Jews. They next attacked the Jewish students 
who attended the Professor's lecture, and four Jews were seriously 
injured. Similar disturbances took place at the Warsaw Technical 
High School, where two Jews were seriously injured and fourteen 
slightly injured. Altogether six Jewish students were detained at 
the hospital. ‘The University and the Technical High School have 
now been closed down by the authorities. : 

At Lemberg University the attacks on Jewish students continue. 


In the Medical Faculty, non-Jewish students, with the exception of 


ahandiul of democrats, refused to sit with Jews, and a number of 
Jewish students who refused to move to the left of the lecture hall 
were severely beaten outside the University. In the Faculty of 
Chemistry, the Endeks even réfused to allow the Jews to stand during 
the lectures, and insisted that they must sit on the “ ghetto” benches 
allotted to them. At the Lemberg Polytechnic, two Jewesses were 
brutally beaten, and the Rector has been compelled to open an 
inquiry into the matter. | 

Jewish students of Vilna University and the University 
authorities this week reached a compromise regarding the attempt 
to segregate the Jewish students by “ghetto” regulations. The 
Jewish students have called off their boycott of practical work in 


the laboratories, and fifty-four Jews who were dismissed for abstain- 
ing from work have been re-admitted, 


“ Jews Not Admitted ” 


Signboards inscribed “Jews Not Admitted,” on the German 
Nazi model, were this week displayed, for the first time in Poland, 
ina number of villages in the neighbourhood of the township of 
Czyzew, where serious anti-Jewish disturbances occurred recently.

“The Drift from Judaism” 
Is it Due to Lack of Jewish Education ? 
SYNAGOGUE MEMBERS’ INTER-DEBATE 


_ Mr. W. Halon presided at an inter-debate held at the Synagogue 
Rooms, Wilbraham Road, Fallowfield, between members of the Higher 
Broughton and South Manchester Hebrew Congregations. : 

Councillor Sam. Taylor, J.P., proposed the motion That the 
present drift from Judaism is due to a lack of Jewish education.” 
He said that Judaism was not merely a creed or a theology, but the 
expression of a religious civilisation created by the Jewish race and 
the universal outlook it acquired. He insisted that a true knowledge 
and understanding of Jewish values could only be acquired throug) 
the medium of Hebrew culture. The knowledge of the Hebrew language 
was the key to the appreciation of Jewish historical traditions. He 
criticised severely the practice of withdrawing boys from Jewish schools 
at the age of thirteen. It was only during adolescence, he said, that 
ideals could be understood, and proper educational training on Jewis!, 
lines be given the chance to perform its function most usefully. 
Jewish children were nearly all spiritually and intellectually underfed ; 
and the situation was made still worse by the average parent's ignor- 
ance of Jewish life, literature and problems. 2 

Mr. William Miller, opposing the motion, denied that the present 
time was any different from other periods in history. Dnft was duc 
largely to materialism. which in fact affected all forms of organised 
religion. Religion could not be taught by teachers. All that was best 
in humanity came from the heart, not from the mind. Mr. Mile: 
said that the drift from Judaism was also caused by the conflic' 
between religious obligations and the hard facts and environment o| 
evervday life. Though he might disregard Kashrut or Sabbat) 
observance, he might yet be a good Jew ethically and spiritually. 

Councillor L. M Lever, seconding the motion, said that one could 
not be inspired by Judaism if one knew nothing about it. Jewish 
education depended on two influences, the school and the home 
Most bovs. however, seemed only too glad to leave the Cheder o: 
religion classes at thirteen, As to the girls, how many of them could 
read Hebrew or conduct a Jewish home? | 

Mr. J. Lyons, supporting Mr. Miller, said that there were plenty 
of facilities for Jewish education to-day, but there was a lack 0! 
Jewish educators. He referred to what “ Watchman” had denounce | 
in Tue Jewrsu Curonicce as “ The Reign of Sham.” It was farcical, 
he said, for Jewish Ministers, in their addresses to Barmitzvah boys 
to talk about the “fine Jewish homes” from which the boys camuve, 
when they knew in most cases that the very reverse was the truth.

In the subsequent discussion, Dr. 8. Feibelmann said that the 
dnit was due to the Jews’ own indifference to Jewish teachings. How 
many Jews had read through the Bible? It seemed as if freedom 
caused the Jew to dnft away from his heritage, while persecution. 
such as in Germany, brought him back to Jewish interests. Mr. 5 
Veeder said that the discussion had been unreal. It was Zionism alone 
which had brought about a hvwing Jewish feelimg in their own times 
Mr. Harper said that the Synagogues themselves often displaced 
Judasin. The system of “ schnodering should be entirely abolished! 
and the Synagogues put on a more democratic basis. Mr. Gilbren 
alleged that there were not enough Hebrew teachers in Manchester. 
and the existing ones were badly underpaid. There should be a strong 
Jewish education board organised to control Jewish schools in the 
various districts. The Rev. L. Weiwow said that there was somie- 
thing wrong with Jewish machinery and’ orgamsation. The spiritua! 
leaders were, in actual fact, not given a chance to lead the Community. 
Jewish ethical principles were ignored in daily life, and there was « 
lack of Judaistn in the Synagogues, the homes and the classrooms 
Other speakers were Dr. Armstead and Messrs, A. A. Lever, R. Veeder. 
Wolman and M. Lander. 

Mr. J. Kletz, President of the Higher Broughton Synagogue, 1:

there was insuflicient education for true “ patriotism ” in Judaism anc 
that the glamour and adventure of being a Jew were not proper!

Social Value of the Loan Fund

The annual meeting of the Jewish Board of Guardians was hel 
at the New Leeds Institute, Chapeltown Road, on Sunday afternoon. 
The Lord Mayor (Mr. T. Coombs) presided over a large attendance 

In the course of his address, the Lord Mayor said how deeply 
impressed he had been with the exhaustive nature of the published 
report of the Board for the past year. As the Chief Magistrate of the 
city, he was gratified to know that his Jewish citizens were engaging 
themselves so enthusiastically with work of so humanitarian a nature 
It was exhilarating to read that the Jews of the city possessed an 
institution whose deors were open wide to those of their co-religionists 
who needed help. He felt sure that if the British people generally 
worked on similarly open-handed and sympathetic lines, there would 
be far fewer tragic problems of destitution and. misery than prevailed 
nowadays. The Jews of Leeds were, by their generous attention to 
the needs of their poor and sick, setting an example which should be 
widely known outside the bounds of the Jewish Community. He was 
amazed at the statement contained in the report to the effect. that 
during the few years of the existence of the Loan Fund, it had lent 
out an aggregate sum of money approaching £101,365 (free of interest). 
and that every penny of that money had been refunded. That not 
only exemplified the financial ability of the Management of the Board 
but it also exhibited the fact that such a Loan Fund was a marvellous 
instrument tor enabling struggling business nien to tide over ther 
temporary difliculties. without having to resort to accepting charits 
There was nothing finer than to help a man to help himself, and that, 
in his opinion, was undoubtedly the most ideal aspect of the work o|

The Samuel Family and Medieval Norwich 
From the Rev. MICHAEL ADLER, D.S.O. 


(Vice-President, Jewish Historical Society) 


To the Editor of Tur Jewtsa CHRONICLE 

Sin, —Like other students of Anglo-Jewish history, I was deeply 
terested in the genealogy: of Lord Mancroft (Sir Arthur M. Samuel) 
reprinted in your last issue from Tue JewisH Curonic ie of October, 
‘1912. The claim is there made that Lord Mancroft 1s directly 
descended from a Samuel of Norwich who lived in the district of 
Peter Mancroft in the thirtecnth century, and that, moreover, 
bers of his family remained as secret Jews in Norwich throughout 
the period from the Expulsion in 1290 to the days of Oliver Cromwell. 
Desirous ‘of learning the evidence for these remarkable statements, I 
hed an interview with Lord Mancroft, who kindly placed at my disp: sal 

ail the information he had upon the subject. 
it is perfectly clear that his lordshtp 1s in no way responsible 


for the claims as to his ancient lineage in Anglo-Jewry. His personal 
connection with medieval Norwich consists in the interesting fact that 
he was born in a house that stood on the site of the thirteenth-century 


Jewryv—as was proved by the late M. D. Davis in “East Anglian Notes 
ind Queries,” March, 1893. When he first read, to his complete 
urprise, in your journal of October. 1912. of his supposed pedigree, 
he communicated with the late Mr. Walter Rye, a distinguished Norfolk 
antiquary, his Secretary writing as follows: “. .. . he wishes to 
impfess upon you that he repeats the tradition (as in Tar Jewish 
CHRONICLE) under every reserve. He can only say that he has no 
Proot of its accuracy or probability whether the legend be true or base- 
less."

Prize Distributions 
Hoxton and Shoreditch Synagogue Classes 
Appeal for More Girl Pupils 


The annual prize distribution 40 the pupils of the Hoxton and Shore- 
ditch (Associate) Synagogue Religion Classes was held on Thursday in 
last week at the Crondall Street L.C.C. School, New North Road. The 
Rev. Isaac Goldston presided and Mrs. Goldston distributed the prizes. 

Mr. S. 8S. ALEXANDER, the Headmaster, read the report of Mr, I, 
Fishman, the Education Officer of the Union of Hebrew and Religion 
Classes, which states that there are fifty-six pupils on the roll, a reduction 
of five since his previous visit. Furthermore, as against forty-eight boys 
there are only eight girls—just one-seventh of the total. 

Since the report was issued, continued Mr. Alexander, the attendance 
roll bad increased to seventy-one—twelve girls and three boys having 
joined—and they were doing their best to maintain this increased number, 
Two of their pupils had won senior prizes in the competitive examination 
of the Union of Hebrew and Religion Classes. Some of their old pupils 
had organised a dance in aid of the funds of the Classes, which realised 
£36. He thanked Miss Heller for presenting a prize to the top boy; the 
Synagogue Ladies’ Guild, the Committee and the parents for their help. 

The CHAIRMAN said that he was grieved to learn that there were so 
few girls in those classes. Their faith and religion depended much more 
on the girls than on the boys. If the parents helped the children to attend 
the classes and the Synagogue regularly, and helped them in the home to 
see the ceremonies, then he felt sure that the children would grow up to 
be not only a credit to the School, but also to their parents and the 
Community at large. 

Mr. D. SHARP said that twelve years ago Rabbi Harris Cohen and 
himself had started those Classes when there was no Jewish education 
being given in that district. For anumber of years he had given prizes, 
and this year he would present two prizes, for the boy and girl who 
attended regularly without being absent at all. 

Mr. I. FISHMAN said that be had visited the Classes three or four 
times in the past few months and on every occasion he had noted the 
enthusiasm of the boys and girls in their work. He added a tribute to 
the three teachers and to the Chairman of the Education Committee, 
Councillor 8. Landau, who, he said, personally visited the homes of Jewish 
people in the district canvassing for pupils for the Classes, 

Mrs. G. Kahn, Chairman of the Ladies’ Guild, and Messrs. G. J. 
Kahn, Treasurer, H. Brodetsky, Vice-Chairman, D. Shulman and M, 
Marks supported an appeal for increased attendances at the Classes. 

On the motion of Councillor 8. LANDAU, a vote of thanks was accorded 
to the Rey.

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ART NOTES 
From Ingres to Van Gogh 


The history of French art from Ingres to Van Gogh is the 
retreat from naturalism, a gradual supercession of facts by values, 
Some artists took the main road leading to impressionism, which 
revealed itself as a sort of super-naturalism. Otbers (Gauguin and 
Van Gogh). pursued narrow lanes, on which they set up boards 
marked “ Private. Trespassers will be Prosecuted.” One (Cézaune) 
made a lonely exploration, leaving the way open behind bim. So 
many followed him that his narrow path bas become the main road 
and now it has a macadam surface and traffic lights. 

The last half of the 19th century was one of the most stimu- 
lating periods in all art, and perbaps the most exciting thing about 
it is that these experimenters painted masterpieces. They theorised 
and they experimented, but their faith and love were as great as 
their restlessness. 

In the exhibition, “ From Ingres to Van Gogh,” at Rosenberg 
and Helft's, Ingres is represented by two drawings, an admission 
that his greatest importance was as a draughtsman. No better 
starting-post for a race to impressionism could have been found. 
There are two Corots, separated by twenty years; but the later one, 
though painted only two years before his death, is solid as well as 
lyrical, and is open to none of the criticism that much of his late 
work falls before. There is a flamboyant Delacroix and a small 
head by Daumier. Courbet is represented by a noble conception, 
an olive-green landscape, the winding design of which is somewhat 
over- weighted by a dramatically realised rock on the hill-top under 
a cobult sky, 

We get nearer impressionism with Jongkind, a landscape by 
whom, in spite of its Hobbema-like avenue of poplars, comes near 
Sistey and Renoir, not only in feeling, but in technique. In a view 
of the docks at Brussels, Boudin’s natural freedom of the seashore 
is confined within an architectural structure, but to no loss what- 
ever. There is the same luminosity and richness of paint,.and the 
red-brown-grey colour scheme serves to bring a serene unity. 

There are four Pissarros. An oil study of haymakers is careful 
in its composition, bappy in its feeling and carefree in its handling. 
‘'wo pastels land us right into impressionism:—aAn airy effect of 
Winter sunshine on the Boulevard de Clichy and a typical and fine 
portrait of his wife. 

Manet is represented by one of those flower pieces in which. he 
is unsurpas~ed and Degas by a lovely little portrait of himself as a 
mournful young man and by three pastels, one of them on wood, 
Then we come to Cézanne. His “ Factory near St. Victoire” is the 
Cezanne that inspired Derain. It is as if he were reacting back to 
the clean line of Ingres, having learnt all that the impressionists 
could teach. His strength is devoid of brutality and its elimina- 
tions are quite distinct from vacuity. His “Head of a Young Boy,” 
five years later, leads on to one of his best apple-pieces, in which 
there is enormous emphasis on direct painting. 

There are two gay and gentle Sisleys and two Monets, all land. 
scapes. The first Monet (1870) is seen in the large and couveyed 
with a gesture, before the science of impressionism; the second 
(1897) shows the same outlook with a more advanced technique. 
The history continues with a flower-piece by Berthe Morisot and 
three Renoirs that swim joyously. Gauguin is represented by his 
Breton period, notably by “ La Bretonne,” in which a yellow dress 
is kept in its place by a richly coloured background. -

There is a superb Van Gogh called “ Rain,” painted a year before 
he committed suicide. Grass-grown plough-lines of a walled-in 
field converge from the two bottom corners and from the right-hand 
side to an area in the centre of the middle-distance, and the rain 
beats down slightly from right to left. The steely-mauve streaks 
seem to stab violently at the recoiling grey and green landscape. 

When you have got over the emotion that this tour-de-force 
stirs. you have to admit that Van Gogh was not. the slightest bit 
concerved with any theory of aesthetics. He was “ painting rain,” 
like any Academician, the main differences being that he passionately 
wanted to paint rain and he realised that naturalistically painted 
raindrops are not rain. 

The exhibition is rounded off with a drawing by Seurat, which 
puts Q.E.D. to impressionism. 


The Storran Gallery 


At the Storran Gallery there are paintings by Victor Pasmore, 
Clande Rogers and Thomas Carr, three artists who share a common 
principle derived from impressionism. They try to strike a balance 
between objective vision and broad 
treatment of colour ond light for their 
own sakes. Mr. Pasmore keeps his 
pictures together by a generous use of 
vertical and borizontal in his composi- 
tions and by restricting his colour- 
schemes. Mr. Rogers is more adven- 
turous in both respects and does not 
always hit a satisfactory formula. His 
scenes in a school are a welcome enlarge- 
ment of conventional subject matter 
and “The Dining Hall” bas all the 
makings of a really good picture, if only 
the figure in the right foreground had 
been as beautifully realised as the rest 
of the canvas. Mr. Carr is the most 
free of the trio in handling, but at 
the same time most conventional in 
implication. His charming tonal 
schemes and his creamy painting give 
an immediately pleasurable impression, 
but one turns back to Mr. Pasmore and Mr. Rogers for strength. 

Mr. Rogers, by the way, is the son of Mr. David de Sola Rogers. 
He studied under Professor Tonks at the Slade School from 1925 to 
1929, isa member of the London Artists Association, bas a picture in 
the Southampton Art Gallery, and is a regular exhibitor in the 
London group. 


Edna Manley's Jamaican Sculpture 


“It belongs to no School, and it follows no fashion, but in i! 
there is that timeless something which will make it seem beantiful 
a thousand years hence and would have made it beautifal had it 
existed a thousand vears ago.” 

So said Hugh Walpole in opening the exhibition of sculpture by 
Edna Mauley at the French Gallery. His claim is true to this 
extent, that she has something universally worth saying and the 
ability to say it. She conveys quiet, clean, lyrical and unsentimental 
beauty. Whether it is the spirit of Jamaica, where she emigrated 
from her native Yorkshire, as Mr. Walpole claims, I am not in a 
position to say, but it is a spirit worthy of preservation. Her two 
favourite motives are Beulah" and “Negro Aroused.” The first 
is a female figure sitting on her haunches, with one arm dropped to 
the ground between her legs and ber head held high. The other is 
a male upturned head, which, inverted and with an upraised arm, 
she uses to dramatic effect in“ Pocomana—Ritual Dance.” But bei 
drama never runs away with her. She loves her material, usually 
Jamaican mahogany, and carves it to a completely satisfying formula: 
of strong, simple patterus with broad, elementary gestures. *+.

Jewish Typists Refused Employment 


Discrimination by London Firms © 
“SABBATH OBSERVANCE" A BAR 


Complaints have been-made recently that discrimunation ts beiny 
practised by London firms and commercial houses against Jewish gurl 
shorthand typists, in spite of a demand for this class of employee. 

Tae Jewish Curonic has made inquiries and has been assured 
on good authority that, while it is true that discrimination is certainly 
found in certain quarters, some Jewish-owned firms themselves are 
not free of the practice of turning down applications for positions from 
Jewish girls. The reasons given in the two cases differ: while in the 
case of the non-Jewish firm it is usually a sort of shamefaced ant 
Semutism, in several Jewish firms it is because the girls expect to be 
tree on Saturday, the Jewish Sabbath. 

| Conversely, a certain amount of additionally sympathetic con- 
sideration, it is said, is being given to Jewish girls applying tor posts 
by tirms whose liberal-minded principals dishke the ugly tactics o! 
the anti-Semitic Fascists in the East End, especially during the months 
of election campaigning, and have translated sympathy into action 
by helping Jewish girls to find positions. : 

The difficulty still remains, however. of bringing together suitable 
shorthand typists and those firms or offices where Saturday is observed 
as the Sabbath, and one avenue through which this may be accom- 
plished is the Headmistresses’ Employment Committee, which works 
in co-operation with the Ministry of Labour and’ which is in touch 
with the Sabbath Observance Employment Bureau. This Commuttee, at 
Queen Anne’s Chambers, 41, Tothill Street, 8.W.1, deals mainly with and 
advises secondary and high school girls—it has many Jewish girls 
on its lists—and as many as 2,000 shorthand tvpists pass through its 
hands in a year. It is regarded as its official Committee by the Head- 
tmustresses’ Association.

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Jews Barred from Tennis Club 


Sportsmanship" at Palmers Green 


PRINCIPLE OF RELIGIOUS DISCRIMINATION ACCEPTED 


Last summer the Brookside Hard Court Lawn Tennis Club, 


Valmers Green, which (so far as can be gathered) is not connected 
with any religious sect. refused membership to two Jews. Last 
week the Club hal its annual meeting, and the matter was raised 
by © member, Me. A. Gottfried, who is himself a Jew and attributes 
the privilege of inenmbership “to the fact that my visage does not 
disc!ose my religion.” 

Mr. Gottfried had given notice of motion “ that this Club places 

on record its intention not to discriminate against intending 
members on account of religion.” This notice was not accepted 
wd he had to raise the matter under “ any other business.” His 
speech was reported al length in the PALMERS GREEN AND SouTH 
GATE GAZETTE, which described it as a “ rensonable plea.” 
The facts appear to be as follows: Mr. Gottfried was unaware of 
any prejudice against Jews when be joined the Club. He was always 
treated with courtesy and friendlineés and was happy there. .He 
introduced two Jewish friends, who were welcomed as visitors and 
therefore encouraged to apply for membership. Mr. Gottfried was 
then informed by the Secretary, who had always been “a model of 
courtesy and friendliness,” that “the club did not admit Jewish 
members, The Secretary added, in the course of a letter: “Ido 
hope that this will not mean that you will resign from the club. 
We have been very happy to have you as a member, and I am sure 
that you have been happy with us.” 

Mr. Gottfried promised the Committee at the meeting, and by a 
previous letter, that they could say whatever they liked‘against his 
friends without fear of legal cousequences. Nothing was said, and 
there was no .alternative but to aecept the position that the only 


objection to them was on aecount of their religion. 
Mr. Gottfried concluded the speech, moving his resolution as 


Ollows: “Tappeal to you as an educated and enlightened body of 
human beimgs to do your bit to put “an end -to this unreasoned 
persecution of a religious sect, and to give this generation of British 
Jews « sporting chanee to show you that they are willing to share

COUNTY OF LONDON EI.ECTRIC SUPPLY 


FURTHER EXPANSION 


The forty-third ordinary general meeting of the County of London 
Electric Supply Co., Lid., was held on March 16th at River Plate House, 
London, E.C., Sir Bernard EF. Greenwell, Bt., (Chairman of the Company) 
presidiny. 

The Manager and Secretary (Mr. John C. Dalton) having read the notice 
convening the meeting and the auditors’ report, 

The Chairman said that the turnover for the year had been 2,072 million 
units, an increase of over 311 millions. Of those, 1,034 millions were sold 
to their own consumers, against 885 millions in the previous year, actually 
a percentage increase of 16.8 per cent, The Central Electricity Board took 
831 millions against 682 millions—also an increase of about 150 millions— 
the balance being used in works and transmission. The increase in sales for 
the year was thus 298 millions over 1935. The gross receipts at £4,377,469 
showed an increase of more than £557,000, but there was a proportionate 
increase in expenditure of over £379,000. The increase in revenue from sale 
of current was 15.9 per cent. £2,142,000 was spent on capital account during 
the year. The net revenue of £2,162,340 showed an increase of £177,729 as 
compared with the previous year. It was proposed to pay the usual dividend 
of 10} per cent. and to transfer £150,000 to general reserve, leaving £425,288 
to be carried forward to 1937. Shareholders would agree that the accounts 
showed a very satisfactory and sound position. 

New works had been put into commission. and substantial reinforcements 
of existing works carried out to meet the growth of load. During the year, 
ihey had established 170 new sub-stations, laid down 191 miles of high- 
tension lines and 494 miles of low-tension mains. 


PROGRESS OF THE COMPANY 


Their policy of making supply available as widely as possible over the 
Company's large areas, and following up this development with active selling 
campaigns, had been justified. Those selling campaigns in turn dictated the 
spread of echemes for assisting consumers io wire their prem ses by easy 
payments and for the installation of all classes of electrical apparatus with 
hire-purchase facilities. The large addition of electrical. appliances——of which 
over 34,000 had been soki during the year—on to their mains was due, m 
its turn, to the very cheap rates of supply which the Company was able to 
to consumers. 

During the vear, they had extended the zone of the }?d. per unit rate 
under the two-part tariffs, and at the end of the year were able to announce 
reductions in the lichting flat rate. . The flat .rate for London had become 
iid. per unit from January ist; for the Outer London areas the flat rate was 
had., and.for the very rural parts of their area, embracing Easex and similar 
areas, the flat rate was to be 6d. per unit. They had also adopted this uniformity 
throughout the areas of their subsidiary companies. It would interest share- 
holders to know that 76 per cent. of consumers urider the two-part tariffs paid 
an average rate last vear of 1.64d. per unit for all supplies. , 

Expansion of the street-lighting prowramme continued. During the past 
vear, important contracts had been received from Wandsworth, Chelmsford, 
Epping, Hornchurch; Banstead and Godstone. With those contracts, the 
total street lamps imestalled would be nearly 14,000, covering 420 miles of 
main roads and atreets. The subsidiary companies were obtaining similar 
contracts for street lighting, and during last vear, had lighted 754 miles of 
streets, mainly in the London area. : 

Continued development in the domestic field’ had necessitated the 
expansion of showrooms of which there were twenty-two in the County of 
London Company area, and a total of sixty, taking the County Company and 
its subsidiary and associated companies tovether. 

The report and accounts were unanimously adopted.

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Hammersmith Orphan Aid Society 


Attempt to Revive Interest 
“A NEW ATTITUDE NEEDED 


A social evening was held on Monday in the Hammersmith 
Synagogue Communal Hall, Brook Green, for the purpose of 
reviving local interest in the work of the Society. 

The Rev. B. PALETZ, the President, introduced to the meeting Lady 
Spielman, Chairman of the House Committee of the Norwood Orphanage, 
and Mr. Michael Cohen, President of the Joint Advisory Committee of the 
Aid Societies. 

Lady SPIELMAN said that Norwood was built to shelter 425 children, 
It was an enormous family, each child costing about £65 a year to main- 
tain, For three years after the pupils left they were under the guardian- 
ship of the After-Care Committee, and that cost a good deal. Last year 
their deficit was over £2,000, 

She spoke of the fine education provided at Norwood, and said it was 
very rare that a boy or girl from the Orphanage was not a credit to them, 
Mr. Content, the new Headmaster, was doing very wonderful work, 
Lady Spielman mentioned that the Society's collection kad fallen very 
materially. She suggested that they organise dances, dramatic 
performances and other functions which would attract the younger 
people. 

Mr. MIcHEL COHEN thanked the Rev. Mr. Paletz for presiding over 
the Society under very difficult conditions... Mr. Cohen believed that the 
present state of the Society was merely a passing phase. What they 
really needed was annual subscribers, because they were people upon 
Whom they could rely. One of the reasons, he believed, why that 
Society's activities had fallen off was because they had not visited Norwood 
All the talking in the world would not convey the same 
thing as a Visit would do, 

Mr. H,. CONTENT, the Tleadmaster of the Orphanage, who is also a 
Wa den of the Hammersmith Synagogue, supported the appeal, and said 
th tit was a moral duty of all to help in this work, as they saved many 
chikiren who might not otherwise be a credit to Jewry. They were a 
large congregation of 600 people, and if they conld only subscribe a little 
over £150 it did not show very much interest in the Orphanage. 

The Rey. |. L. SWIr?, Minister of the Shepherd's Bush Synagogue, 
promised his own support and the support of his congregation. On the 
motion of Mr. A. Coleman, seconded by Mr. B. Bernardi, a vote of thanks 
was accorded to Lady Spiciman, Mr. Cohen and Mr. Content. A number 
of those present protnised to become subscribers and undertook to work 
on behalf of the Society.

“The Four Corners”’ 
Comedy of Jewish Life 


On Sunday evening, the Great Synagogue Guild for Social Service 
presented “The Four Corners,” by Gertrude and M. J. Landa, at the 
Phoenix Theatre. The cast was professional and the object of the 
performance was to collect funds for the endowing of a bed at the 
Jewish Home of Rest in memory of the late Rev. A. E. Gordon. 


This play is written with much feeling, and some of the characters, 
especially the Orthodox East End Jewish father and mother, the come 
Jack-of-all-trades, Kobolnick, and the assimilated wealthy West End 
Jew. Alfred Brocklow (ex-Brocklowitz), are drawn with tenderness and 
integrity. The story is a serious attempt to present the inter-marriage 
theme from a modern angle, linking it with the traditional orthodox type 
only sufficiently to emphasise the difference in the attitude of former 
yenerations towards this problem from that same reaction as shown by 
the modern English Jew. There ts a nicely uneven parallel struck between 
the problem created by the daughter's love for the son of an assimilated 
Jewish couple and the son's attraction to a very intelligent and philo- 
Jewish Christian girl. We have old Moses Shelman, rigidly Orthodox and 
exclusive and fatuously determined to dominate his children’s whole 
lives, especially that of his son, and the refusal of the youngsters Jack 
has just come down from Cambridge after a brillant University caree! 
and Sheila has won scholastic laurels at London University—to submit 
to the dead-end policy which their father sets out to pursue. The 
dilemma is common and utterly believable. Intentions on both sides are 
impeccable; and in the end there is « certain yielding hy both of mino: 
points. dack goes off with his Christian girl frend, only for both of therm 
to discover that their paths are not the same; while old Shellman accept. 
as a son-in-law the son of the assimilated Jew whose religious laxity he 
held in proud contempt. 

Unfortunately, the performance on Sunday night suffered severe! 
from under-rehearsal, so that it required very close attention to appre 
ciate the finer qualities of the piece. Possibly its weakness hes in the 
diffusion of interest in the progress of the characters. Because the old 
Shelman type has been treated so often before and because the probleim 
of the girl's love for the assimilated West End Jew presented no insupe: 
able difficulty and was therefore lightly touched upon, [ hoped that 
the emphasis of development would be placed either on the son's associa 
tion with the idealistic Christian girl or on the interesting relationship 
hetween old Shelman and the wealthy assimilated Alfred Brocklow, fathe, 
of the bov whom Shelman’s daughter wanted to marry. But the 
dramatists did littl with the latter and spoilt the former by leading «| 
into a cloud of hazy rhetoric. The faultless literary speeches of Jack 
and his girl friend in the last scene sunply killed them as hving creature 
and washed out every ounce of madividualism they hac. | 

Despite the under-rehearsal mentioned, one could recogmse the exce! 
lent acting of Allen Weatley, as Jack: the extraordinary understanding o/ 
the feeling of the play by May Agate, as Mrs. Shelman; Bernard Mer: 
field’s qutet sincerity as Alfred Brocklow; and the efficiency of Martin 
Case, as the young assimilated Jew who was yearmng to return to Jewr 
und his real self. There was a charnung and sincere pieture of the secon: 
generation of the English Jewish girl by Ruth Landa, who did wonders 
lending substance to a slightly written part. Joseph Greenspan's Kobolnick 
provided authentic humour and a turn of subtle pathos, and Margaret 
Halstan uave a perfect version of a woman hardened by materi 
success.

Victor McLaglen is admirably cast as the central figure of 4 
hearty melodrarna set amid a big American steel mill. He is noi 
least at hore in the extensive comedy, mainly at the expense of 
his own enormous figure, with which the story is lightened. We se. 
much of the extremely imteresting and tremendously exacting process 
of steel blasting, for the film represents it as a policy of the owners 
to encourage rivalry between the mills on the question of output. 

McLaglen, of course, ts a star worker, and his chief rival, bot}, 
in and out of work hours, ts played by a hkely new actor, Willian, 
Hall.
